This 
enormous expansion has been due al- 
most entirely to the adoption of bet- 
ter methods of marketing. The Danish 
Farmers’ Co-operative Egg Exporting: 
association set. the standard for mar- 
keting, and today have the whole sys- | 
tem down.to a science, with the re- 
sult that splendid results have been 
achieved. Some five hundréd local | 
societies are connected with the par- 
ent institution, the whole with a mem- 
bership of over 40,000. In addition 
many butter and bacon factories en- 
gage in the business so t..at there are 
altogether about eight hundred socie- 
ties of producerg wtih some seventy 
thousand members engaged in the 
egg trade of that country. The local 
societies collect the eggs from the

tion, according to the report present- 
ed at the Horse Breeders’ convention 
held in: Regina recently. Important 
extracts from’ the report follow: 

During ‘the, past year the horse 
breeding industr.; has received a de- 
cided impetus, largely due to the de- 
mand for afimals for military. pur- 
poses. During the first: half of 1914 
the horse market was steady but dull, | 
and prices ranged slightly lower for 
all classes than during 1913. 

Toward the latter end of the year 
the brisk demand for all classes of 
horses suitable for military. purposes 
caused a decided brightening on all 
markets, the effect of which still ex- 
ists. The present result is that there 
is a keen demand for sound animals 
of suitable type from five to nine or 
ten years old, from fifteen to sixteen 
hands high, and .weigning from 950 
to 1,300 pounds. : 

Wiilst the prices paid, ranging from 
$125 to $200 per head, are by no means 
exceptional, yet when one takes into 
consideration the fact that the major- 
ity of horses of this class have not 
been and are not in great demand for 
any other purpose, and cannot be 
classed as being most suitable for 
farm work, they are sufficiently re- 
munerative to give’ a reasonable pro- 
fit in most cases. The exception to 
this would be the heavier and better 
class artillery horse, which is not 
plentiful at any time, and which con- 
stitutes a first cla:: general purpose 
farm animal of the heavier type, be- 
sideg being in demand for heavy de-; 
livery work in the cities. 

That this demand will continue for 
some time is fairly evident when one 
takes into consideration a few figures 
in connection’ with the military re- 
quirements a@@re present time. It is 
conservatively estimated that over 
1,250,000 horses have been or are en- 
gaged ‘in the European war area, and

_ Give Profits 


Forage Crops Always Yield Several 
Profits .o the Farmer 


At this time when the fartiers ate 
urged to increase the amount pro- 
duced on their farms, it is cur tirst 
duty to consider what crops give the 
best profits, By the term profits are 
understood not onl, the value of the 
yield directly and indirectly, but also 
‘the value ‘of the residue left in the 
soil and the condition of the soil. 
From this standpoint it is clear that 
crops such as clover, alfalfavand corn 
are much more profitable than wheat 
or oats. These crops have been call- 
ed the “five profit’ crops, inasmuch 
as they give five profits where wheat 
gives one. Let us iook for a minute 
at the five profits. They-are (1) the 
crop itself; (2) the products—milk, 
butter, beef, eggs, pork or horse power 
—thit can be manufactured from the 
crop; (3) the mantre; (4) the prepa.- 
ation of the land for a crop of grain; 
and (5) the distribution of work and 
income, 

With regard to the value of the 
crop itself, most farmers win acknow- 
ledge that clover, a:falfa or corn crop 
is at least as valuable as a wheat or 
oat crop. It is, however, the high 
value of the clover, alfalfa or corn 
crop when fed to stock aad Manu- 
facured into milk, ‘beef, pork, etc., 
that commends these crops to the at- 
tention of the farmer. _The profits in 
this connection are usually high, and 
the labor involved can be mostly ar- 
ranged for at times which would 
otherwise be largely unocculed. 

AgaM, the valu3 of the manure 
arising from the feeding of clover and 
corn crops and the manufacture of | 
milk, -beef, pork, etc., is very high. | 
It is computed .hat four-fifths of this 


the manure. \ 
_The chief difference, -hcwever, be- 
tween such crops and grain crops liés 
in the condition of the lunhd after har- 
vest. We all know how clover and al- 
falfa enrich the soil in nitrogen’and 
humus, and how’ the culvitavion given 
the corn saves moistur , and kills | 
weeds. As a mater of experience 
grain crop, and corn or roots to a good 
clover or alfalfa crop. In other- words, 
corn, clover, and alfalfa prepare the 
land for a crop of grain, and are of 
the greatest value ~vhen growr in ro- 
tation with the grain crops. 

Finally, the growing and feeding of 
corn, Clover and alfalfa make for 
economy on farms. Their use makes 
it possible for a distribution of labor

over the whole yeai instead of over a 
portion of the year, with the result 
that work is done more efficiently and 
at less cost. Besices, the business 
becomes largely a cash business, with 
money coming in ct all times of the 
year, with the result that the nec.s- 
sary buying can be done more cheap- 
ly than is done on credit. 

While, therefore, not discouraging 
the produc*ion of wheat ang oats w 
should remember ‘that ‘fn permanen 
agricultute other crops are often far 
more valauble,' yielding. as they do 
several profits instecd of one.—Que-

Great secrécy is, of course, main- 
tained in connection with these opera- 
tions. They are conducted in a closed 
and locked room, into which none is 
admitted gave only the trained experts 
who are employed in opening and _-re- 
sealing the envelopes, and the photo- 
grapher whose business it is to photo- 
graph the contents when this further 
operation is deemed desirable.

Dr, Creelman’s Advice to the Farm 
ers of Western Canada 

Dr. “freelman, ‘president of .the 
Guelph’ Agricultural College, gave @ 
most instructive address ct a recent 
meeting of the Manitoba Trustees’ As- 
sociation, held in Winnipeg. 

Dr. Creelman opened by asserting 
that'a school wag just as good as 
those who were “bossing” it, and he 
felt, in addressing the trustees, that 
he was face to face with the men be- 
hind*the guns. “Today we are con- 
fronted with a new situation,” said 
the speaker. “At the. present time 
20,000,000 of men are. mobilized in 
Europe. These men have. ceased to 
be producers, ang have suddenly. be- 
come consumers, and all are imbued 
with the idea of being destroyers. 
The Dominion, therefore, needs more 
men, and we thust see to it that the 
British people do not want for food. 
‘That thought we must always keep 
before us. Ae * ‘ 

“I wish I had the authority to stop 
the increasing shortage in livestock 
in the western provinces,”.went on 
Dr. Creelman, “He who. sells a 
young heifer or a young brood sow 
is not acting fair to his country. The 
high-cost of. feed is influencing the 
farmer to sell his stock for slaughter, 
I,would not feel tuat I had done my 
full duty if I did not bring the mes- 
sage to the farmers of Manitoba to 
hold onto their “ivestock.” 

Dr. Creelman’ asserted that the 
Canadian people had before them tae 


greatest development of agriculture 


that the world had ever seen right 
here at home. Business conditions 
throughout Canada were now funda- 
mentally sound,” he said. “We must 
therefore have faith,, and go in for 
larger production than ever before,” | 
said he. , : 
“War now is our first business,” 

continued the speaker, “and it must 
continue to be ‘our first business un- 
tii it is over. When it is over three 
things are needed: capital, immigra- 
tion and enterprise and. enthusiasm, 
Great Britain will supply tze capital;

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Canada as a 
_ Producer of Corn 


Modern ‘Methods Will Eventuaity |: 


Mean That Present Acreage 
and Quality’ Will be Great- 
ly Enhanced 

Much interest is centering around 
corn and its products ‘at the present 
time in view of the abnormal condi- 
tions in the world of wheat. As is 
well known, there is none too large 
a supply of wheat in the world, at 
the present time ind if the price of 
wheat goes much higher, flour and 
bread will be most expensive lux- 
uries, Corn, therefo.e, will come into 
greater demand. 

As a corn producing country, the 
United States ranks foremost, pro- 


.] ducing well nigh 75 per cent. of the 


world’s total output. In that country, 
ther production ig about four times 
that of wheat. 

' In Canada, from the time of the 
early settiers, corn as played avery 
important par. in agricuitucl circles 
Indians, the first settlers, found great 
uses for corn and as a food, it ranaed 
next to the meat of the wiid animals 
which they hunted in the yirgin for- 
ests. The methods were of the most 
primitive gort and early writers state 
that they girdled the trees, to cut 
off the supply of sap and when the 
foliage had dried and fallen and let 
the sun come through, they scraped 
holes in.tne ground, drop»ed in the 
seed and trus secured a corn crop. 
With the early white settlers, wheat 
and rye was more of a iavorite, but 
until they could clear the 3round for 
the .proper production, the Indian 
methods was used. 

Modern methods’ of cultivation 
show a long step in advance of the 
Inlians, By the aid of science, great 
progress has been nade in extending 
and improviug the corn crop of Can- 
ada, as these figures will prove’ In 
1881, thirty-three years ago, the corn 
crop of the Domirion was 9,025,142 
bushels, while in 1913 it had increased 
to 16,772,600 bushels, an increase of 
well ‘over forty per cent. In 1893, the 
yield of fodder corn was 1,049,524 
tons. Once more, a greatly increased 
production is shown,,for the 1913 re- 
turns show a yield of 2,616,300 tons, 
while the quality of the product has 
improved to agia great extent. 

Until a very few years ‘ago, practi- 
cally all the available seed corn, was 
brought in from the United States, 
but this did not prove at all satisfac- 
tory. Some of it was of. certain 
named varieties fairly well suited to 
Canadian conditions, but the .greater 
part of it was ordinary commercial 
grain, imported in sar lots and ‘often 
representing large - late’ varieties 
grown in the Central Southern States, 
This was entirely unsuitable for Can- 
ada, on aceount of the variety and 
origin and ‘often the ‘vitality was im- 
paired by heating in transportation. 
’ During the past few years, however, 
much progress has beén made in this 
connection, and the government took 
the matter up some time ago. The 
result has been a great many prob- 
lems relating to corn have been 
solved. The necessity of a better seed 
supply, soon directed 
iy Ontario as a pcssible source 
ed that most of the corn grown in 
that district was rendered unfit for 
seed by lack of proper. storage facili- 
ties and insufficient drying. Except 
small quantities given special care by 
the owes for his own seed, practical- 
ly all .the corn was stored in the or- 
dinary cribs. Unless it was well ma- 


New methods of storing have been 
devised and the government have is- 
sued suggestions in this and in con- 
nection with the proper drying meth- 
ods. From praciical growers and 
agricultural colleges, much valuablo 
inforation was secured. All this is 
working toward the furtherin: of 
corn conditions throughout the coun- 
try. Numc-ous total or partial crop 
failures have come abcut by using 
seed that would not: grow and as a 
result, many farm rs have adopted 
the practice of sowing more seed than 
would be required ir it were all vital. 

To obviate this t» a great extent, 
the inspection of seed offered for gale 
by all dealers throughout the coun- 
try was instigated and these and other 
tects will be resumed and extended 
next year. There are prospects of 
Canada becoming great in the pro- 
duction of corn and these methods 
\ ill be continued and perfecteg until 
the corn output of the country is prac; 
tically at capacity. In this manner 
alone can the Dom:nion ever hope to 
increase her pro-uction to any very 
marked extent. 

The opportunities offered-in an ex- 
port way for graing has .een shown 
in.many ways, of ‘late, to be great. 
The warring nations are at present 
consuming great quantities of all cer- 
feals, and it. has been pointed out that 
long after the war has ceased and the 
nations are in process of re-construc- 
tion and re-habilitation the demand 
will continue. Therefore, it behooves 
Canada to increase her production ad 
much as she possibly can now, not 
only from a business but also from a 
humanitarian. viewpoint. Other pro- 
ducing countries cannot bear the 
whole burden of this demand. Canada 
must do her part and in doing it she 
will have the opportunity of increas- 
ing her'export grair. trade to no small 
extent. Corn will figure very largely 
in the demand and this fact should 
not be overlooked.—Journal of Com- 
merce.

Mammoth British Warshins That Will | 
Astound the World 

Great Britain is to amaze the world | 
with several warships of a iew type, 
much above the super-dreadnougat, 
Says leary Temple in the internation- 
al News. Admiral Jetticoe will be 
able to lay down a hand on the play- 
ing table of the North sea this sum- 
mer, at which the kaiser’s navy will 
stare in astonishment. ; 

These new ships are of the Queen 
Elizabeth class, not one of which is 
yet in commission. Details of them 
are certainly guarded, and publica- 
tiom of facts concerning them in 
Great Britain would probably pe fol- 
lowed by severe punishment. From 
a friend who reccnily visited the 
jealously barred Devonport yard, 
oowever, | have obtained layman's 
view of ove of these giant crafts. 
She was the Warspite, which will be 
ready for action wituin six months, 

The Warspite: will carry ten 15.5 
inch guns. what this means can be 
realized when it is remembered that 

ig iatest American battleships carryz 
only 14 inch guns. Even more im- 
portant is the wunderiul turret ar 
rangement. The turrets rise above 
e like boxes in a grandstand, 
so that it is possible to fire all of her 
15.5 guns from er bow. This is in 
achievement, of which nava! construc- 
tion would have despaired only yes- 
terday. = ‘ 

More wonderful still, this monster 
floaticg .fort is not unable to pursue 
swift cruisers. She makes 26 knots, a 
speed greater than the “astest trans- 
Atlantic liner. .Her bow is narrow at 
the water line and widens in such a 
way as to offer the least possible re- 
sistance to the seas. : 

Another important feature is her 
‘armor. It is said she -vill be able 
practically to defy any ordinary tor- 
pedo or mine. This is accomplished 
by means of.a triple coating of armor 
below the water line. An external ex- 
plosion can damage, but not sink her, 
Of course sh3.is oil driven. Her cost 
will be about $16,000, 00. 

There are. six, £ building,

tion is so perfectly organized that 
they can be built in 18 months, from

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A Shortage of Fertilizers is the Cause 
of Much Apprehension 

Of all manurial substances potash 

is causing most anxiety, for of this 

important fertilizer the whole of our 

supply is of German origin, and this 

supply, of course, is now non-existent. 


In Hngland there can. be but very]: 


small stock (little more than a 
couple of hundred tons) to meet the 
requirements of consumers in the 
coming season, and the situation is 
serious from .every--point of view. 
Amongst the very first to feel the ef- 
fects of. the cessation of shipments 
from the continent will be the manu- 
facturerg of complete manures, .of 
whom few have sufficient of these 
salts to go.on with even for a short 
time. Some idea of the seriousness 
of the gituation may be gathered from 
the fact that England ordinarily con- 
sumes yearly about 10,000 tons of pure 
potash, Scotland some 6,0U0 tons, and 
Ireland neariy 3,000 tous a year. 
Germany itself consumes as much as 
360,000 tons a year; the United States 
takes 250,000 tons; Holland some 30,- 
Q00 tons, and Sweden about, 17,000 
tons. The possibility of the potash 
mines at Stassfurt having beecme 
flooded is not remote. With all the 
available labor taken from the work- 
ings to fight, the constant pumping 
which is needed to -keep the mines 
(which run to some 3,000 feet in 
depth) free from water, may have. 
ceased. This would be a disaster, for 
in the event of the mines becoming 
flooded to any extent, it would be 
Many montus before they could be 
again rendered workable. Assuming 
that’ the military operations do not 
cause the destruction of the whole 
of the surface works, warehouses, 
etc., there would be available at the 
end of the war a considerable stock of 
potash which was brought to the sur- 
face before the outbreak of hostilities, 
but that amount would not count for 
much among the many orders which 
would by tnat time have accumulated, 
even assuming conditions would al- 
low of the immediate transhipment 
of the salts. The outlook is, there- 
fore, from every aspect, far from re- 
assuring.—Montreal Weekly Witness.

The Cow Tree 

A remarkable tree of South Africa 
is that called the cow tree.

A Gift to Belgium

The Japanese have testifiel to their

Alvert of Belgium by the presentatioa 
of a magnificent sixsteentu century 
sword through the proprievor of a 
Japanese aewspaper. ‘

Clares it to be “an humble testimony 
to the profound reverenc) and pious 
feeling with which the people of 
Nippon have been inspired by his 
majesty’s august and never tiring por- 
severunce and we unexaniyied pat- 
riotism of the ~elgian people recently 
manifested in defence of both human- 
ity and civilization. ! 

Tha sword is an exquisite work of 
art and in -perfect condition The 
mountings of the hilt and scabbard are 
of gold elaborately chased a.d with 
crests in the shape of 4 crane, re- 
peated in gold on the lacquered’ scab- 
bard. The yladé was made in 1577 
by a famous smith named Nakagawa 
Schichiyemon-no-no-jo Yudikan, who 
lived at Osafune, in the province of 
Bizen, in western Japan, and died in 
1588. The province of Bize. is cele-; 
brated for having produced - good 
sword blade, makers in ancient times. 
The tachi sword, usually worn by 
generals aud nobles, was slung from 
the belt on the left side of the body. 
This particular, sword, “Efu-no-Tachi,” 
is so called because it was exclusive- 
ly worn.by nobles on,duty as guards 
at the imperial palace and was noted 
for its extraordinary sharpness,

Alberta Farmers Rorm Clubs to Settle the Vacant Lands in the 
Province, and it is Believed that their Testimony willhave 
No Small Influence in this Movement

Something definite and sensible has 

t last.been accomplished along the 

fine of agricultural improvement in 

estern Canada in the form«tion of 
the Alberta Rural Development 
League, which catie into existence 
at a convention at Olds, Alberta, in 
the early part of February. 

Everyone knows that the rural dis- 
tricts of Western Canada are sparse- 
ly populated and only very ‘partly de- 
veloped; and everyone concedes the 
advantages which must ensue with 
the closer settlement and greater de- 
velopment of ail agricultural lands, 
especially at the present time, when 
it is both patriotic and sound business 
to bring every jossible new acre un- 
der cultivation. . But between the at- 
tainable ideai and the results to date 
of all the various back-to-the-land and 
other schemes which have been start- 
ed there is a wide gap. , 

The back-to-the-land idea is almost 
coincident, as far as age goes, with 
the age of this planet. One might go 
as far as-to say that the inability to 
accomplish anything really important 
is almost ag old. Looking back over 
the long ‘list of utopias which were to 
have been created, one is struck by 
the rather pathetic fact that so many 
of the schemes failed. A large num- 
ber of reasons have been found by 
writers on social subjects to account 
for this failure; but one reason has 
never, 1 think, been advanced, and it 
is probably neares the root of the 
matter. Everybody has always been 
urging everybody else to go back to 
the land—nobody has ever asked 
them to come. : . 

The man who is alerady on the land 
has, after all, a considerable interest 
in the matter. He is quite as much 
affected by the success of any attempt 


té cause the closer settlement of the: 


lands in his vicinity as the business 
man in the distant city or the fin- 
ancier in another country. His own 
land will eventually be enhanced in 
value; but that is not:so much the 
desired immediate result, which takes 
the form of greater social happiness 
—better towns, petter schools, better 
roads, more railways, more money in 
eneral circulation. These things are

April 7 \—Interesting 
features of the ancient Mosaic laws were 
detailed by P, ofessor Camdem M. Cobern 
of Allegheny Gollege in a lecture here to- 
day on ‘*Moses and His ‘Times.’?

“Many of tha laws.of Moses are copies 
of niore ancient laws,” said Dr. Cobern, 
“but the nucleus of his Jaw was so valu- 
able that round it have been built the 
Jaws of the civilized world. teday. Ore 
of the old Mosaic laws fixed the salary of 
a surgeon, Jf je succeeded in an opera- 
tion he received a certain sum; if he 
failed his right arm was cut. off,’’ ; 

‘Under the game Jaw, the speaker said, 


building he had -constractéd fell and 
killed some one, or if a burglaty, was 
committed in a town, the mayor and 
council were held responsible for it. 
‘*Moses ‘could have written his laws in’ 
‘any one of six languages,’’ Dr. Cobern 
added. .

else could understand, ‘I’ve seen pre-: 
scriptions for making the hair grow, 
They were printed on papyrus and the 
fact that one was a good one was proved * 
by a note written beside it in another 
hand: "It dues the work, too.’ ”’
